employed a certain Orator named TERTVLITLus, who 
informed the Governor againſt him. The crafty 
TexTvLLus, not unſkilled in the arts of Rhetoric, 
and knowing that flowery declamation often 'pre- 
vailed over ſimple undiſguiſed truth, opened his 
harangue with a very ſoothing piece of adulation to 
the Governor, and then boldly began his accuſation 
againft Paur, calling him 2 peffilent fellow, a mover 
of ſedition, and a ring-leader of the ſelt of the hires 
renes, Fc. Cc. 


You, Sis, as I am informed, are the FI Ten- 


rurtus, the Public Orator of the Univerſity of Ox- 


ford. How far you have purſued the plan of your 


predeceſſor, 1 leave to the unbiaſſed Judgment of 
every reader of your pamphlet; but whether it be 
a greater crime for a multitude to throw duſt into 
the air, or for an Orator to throw duſt into the eyes 
of a multitude, needs no long time to determine. 
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The opprobrious names of Puritan, Sectariſt, 
Railer, Vilifier, Underminer of the Church, Enemy 
of Learning and Religion, are eaſily written and 
eaſily printed; but, permit me to ſay in the words 
of the great Apoſtle, when he ſtood on his defence 
againſt TerTvLLus, that you cannot prove the things 
whereof you now accuſe me : though I hope to make 
it appear to a demonſtration, that you have indeed 
pr roved as much as I could have wiſhed you to prove 
in defence of what I have advanced in Pixras Ox- 
ON1ENSIS, and infinitely more againſt yourſelf than 
you will wiſh ſhould be brought to light. In the 
days of Queen Maxy, when the faithful ſervants of 
Cunisr were brought before BoxxER, GARbIxrz, 
Sc. and their Popiſh adverſaries could not anſwer 
their arguments from ſcripture, nor otherways evade 
the force of truth and reaſon, they called their bold- 
neſs, petulancy; their conſtancy, obſtinate impu- 
dence; their faith, hereſy : their zeal, faction and 
turbulency; and their piety, fanaticiſm and fpiritual 
Pride; but above all, their plain affectionate lamen- 
tations concerning the unhappy ſtate of the Church 
and Clergy, were conſtrued as the moſt horrible 
abuſe of their ſuperiors and ghoſtly guides, attended 
with. vile and ſubtle deſigns of undermining the eſta- 
bliſhed religion, and perverting the minds of the 

weak and credulous. 
Not unmindful how much the ſame weapons are 
fill in uſe, 1 obſerved, in Pikxras OxoxlExsis, that 
it was an caſy matter, when truth bore hard upon 
falſhood, to call it an abuſe of our regular dignified 
orthadox Clergy, and brought ſome ſcripture in- 
Ranees, particularly in the ſecond edition of that 
Pamphlet,

Pamphler, to prove that this hath ever been the cry 
againſt thoſe who durſt bear open teſtimony againſt 
the corruptions either in faith or practice, which 
have. prevailed in any age of the church. Sorry 
then, SIR, am I, to ſee you ſo far forgetting the 
nature of the armour which, as a faithtul Miniſter 
of CaR1sT, you ought to put on, as to enter the liſts 
and prepare yourſelf for battle, without either & the 
« breaſt-plate of righteouſneſs, the ſhield of faith, 
6 the girdle of truth, or the ſword of the Spirit ;” 
yea without any other helmet or coat of mail, than 


thoſe which, ſophiſtry and names of reproach can 


turniſh you with. 

But that it may not be affirmed chat 1 unjuſtly 
complain of this moſt ungenerous treatment, I ſhall 
without farther preface begin my Obſervations on 
your LETTER, and leave the unprejudiced reader to 
judge which of us have truth on our fide. Ter- 
TULLUsS had a bad cauſe to detend, but he was an 
able ſpokeſman, and therefore gave it a ſpecious ap- 
pearance : Paur readily, made anſwer to the accuſa- 
tions of the Orator; but in his reply he chiefly con- 
fined himſelf to facts, which he knew could not be 
gainſaid.

our on himſelf, and on thoſe ancient ſeats of 
„learning and religion, over which he preſides. 
Fut to ſolicit his patronage and protection, while 
«, you are undermining his authority, and expoſing 
< to ridicule, and contempt the venerable body over 
£ which, he preſides; to claim the ſanction of his 
name in order to fix a mark of infamy on thoſe 
* who, have acted by his commiſſion, and with his 
& approbation: what is this, but to tread in the 
« ſteps of the old Puritans, who moſt dutifully ad- 
< dreſſed the King, and made the moſt ſolemn pro- 
<< teſſion:of loyalty and obedience to his perſon and 
government, while they were meditating the de- 
«6 ſtruction of both fer Nor is it to be wondered at 
that you ſhould. imitate- the conduct of men, 
40 whoſe principles you have adopted, and whoſe 
« tenets you ſo ſtrenuouſiy maintain.“ 
Niere is a large handful of duſt indeed. Some 
heavy charges, but not one word of proof to ſup- 
port» them! However, theſe charges may be re- 
duced to-rwo namely, war Leun a puritanical un- 
to derminer 
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derminer of the Church of England; and an enemy 
to that venerable body over which the Chancellor 
preſides, and therefore ought not to have claimed 
the ſanction of his name, in order to fix a mark of 
infamy on thoſe who have acted by his commiſſion, 
and with his approbation. 

With regard to the latter of theſe charges, if ſay- 
ing be proving, I am certainly guilty of it. With 
regard to the former, if by the church of England be 
meant, that ſwarm of Arians, Pelagians, Socinians, 
Armimans, idle immoral Drones, Pluraliſts and 
Non-refidents, and even Deiſts, who call them- 
ſelves of her Communion, and have crept into her 
Miniſtry; I do indeed confeſs myſelf to be an ene- 
my of this Church. But if by the Church of Eug- 
land be meant, that Church which is deſcribed in 
our Nineteenth Article, to be a congregation of 
Faithful Men, in the which the pure word of Gop 
is preached,” Sc. then T profeſs myſelf to be her 
true friend, and only, wiſh to hve to behold her pro- 
Iperity.' 

What that pure word of Gans is, we lin deſcrib- 
wy in her doctrinal Articles; particularly in the Firſt, 
Ninth, Tenth, Eleventh, Twelfth, © Thirteenth, 
and Seventeenth. Which, whoſoever will read in 
their plain, literal, grammatical ſenſe, and without 
drawing them aſide any way, as the Prefixed De- 
claration enjoins, cannot help perceiving what 
wretched ſhifts and prevarications you have been 
guilty of, in order to ſtrain them, into a Popiſh and 
Arminian. ſigniſication; 3 I ſay, a Popiſn as well as 
Arminian; for you have exactly followed the inter-

fication, conditional Works, falling from Grace, 
Sc. and therefore I am obliged to have recourſe to 
thoſe found pillars of apr Church, Biſhop Jewe., 
againſt Hanne the Jeſuit, and Doctor Furkr 
againſt the Rhemiſh Teſtament, in order to refute 
your objections. It is not therefore to be wondered 
at, that you ſhould imitate the virulent perſecuting 
conduct of men whoſe principles you have adopted, 
and whoſe tenets you ſo ſtrenuouſiy maintain. What 
you inſinuate of my walking in the ſteps of the old 
Puritans ſo far as it 2 to the doctrines which they

It hath been remarked by the judicious Biſhop Saynper:on, 
that nothing did more prejudice to the cauſe of the Church of 
England in his time, than throwing the name of Puritan againſt 
all ſuch who were zcalous for the faith and practice of primitive 
Chriſtianity ; for by this means many were led to ſuppoſe that 
there was no true piety to he ſaund among any other people. This 
name of reproach ſeems now to be almoſt univerſally changed for 
that of Methodiſt, a tile every where given to the true friends of 
the doctrine and diſcipline of the eſtabliſhed Church, by ſuch as 
are in their hearts the real enemies to hoch. This bugbear name, 
it is to be feared, hath frightned man, and fil frequently pre- 

Judices wall - diſpoſed perſons againſt their true jngereſts. Put 
ere is a day at hand when all names and diſtinctions will ſink 
into nothing ; and the queſtion will not then be, whether we have 
profeſſed outfelves of his: or that donamination of Chriſtians ; nor 
whether this ar the other name af canterapt bas been fixed upon vs ; 
but whether we have been changed fram a ſtate of Nature to a 
. Kate: of (Grace, and gut of darkneſs into the marvellous 


light of Gop's dear Son. If this hath been the caſe, no names 
will do us any harm; if this bath not been the caſe, no names 
will do us any good: but ſurely, if this truth were more confi- 
dered, it would create a charitable Jlaving ſpirit among all pious 


Chriſtians, whether Churchmen or Didenters ; each would nr

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held, and to the practice of very many of them, 
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well to the common cause of God, and every heart adopt that 
known ſaying of LUr nen, In guo aliquid Chrifti video, illum diligo. 
We find that from the earlieſt ages of Chriſtianity, different 
Churches which have agreed in matters of faith, have varied in 
matters of diſcipline and ceremonies, and held thoſe things in- 
different. May it therefore be our wiſh and prayer, ever to ſhew 
a ſpirit of candour and moderation, to all thoſe whom we believe 
to be our fellow-pilgrims here upon earth ; and whilſt we are tra- 
velling together the ſame road, towards the been Canaan, 
may it be our particular care not to fall out by theway.

BY changing Puritan for Methodi/m, this Letter is exactly 
calculated for the preſent times, when Popiſh and Arminian Prieſts 
are ſo buſy among us, endeavouring to ſtop the progreſs the 
Goſpel, by: throwing out names of reproach againſt the people 
of Gop. And it were to be withed, that they who are guilty of 
theſe jeſuitical practices, might be obliged to give their definition 
of Mcthedi/m. For which purpoſe I now Gall upon Mr ATx1xs, 
formerly of Queen's College, to inform us what he meant by Mr 
Marraxws being a reputed Methodiſt, As alſo upon Mr V—e 
Cr, and all bis Aſſeiſors, but particularly on Dr Nowell, to 
tell the world what firange fort of an animal a Methodiſt is; ſince 
one of the charges en which Mr Marrazws was expelled was, 
being connefted with known Methodiſts. And in Dr Nowez:'s 
minutes it ſtands recorded, that he was inſtructed by Mr FLeTchun, 
& reputed Methodiſt, Dr * On; Þ. 23. 
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4 ſoſſions of loyalty to the perſon and government 


« of the King, whilſt they were meditating the de- 
« ſtruction of both,” are little leſs cruel than if you 
were to accuſe the whole number of the Apoſtles of 
betraying our Lord, becauſe Jupas (who was him- 
ſelf an Apoſtle) cried Maſter, Maſter, and kiſſed 
him, whilſt he was lifting up his heel againſt him.

“ pockets, Gentlemen,” are themſelves engaged in 
picking them. — Whoſoever the cap fits, let him put 
it on. 

But to return. That the 7 held by the 
Puritans were in nothing different from thoſe of 
the eſtabliſhed Church, we have the confeſſion of 
that eminent prelate Biſhop C ARLTON, Who, in 
his Examination of M. UT AGHR 6. Appeal, bays 
Writes : 

«T's Church of England was reformed by the 
help of our learned and reverend Biſhops, in the 
days of King EpwasD the Sixth; and in the be-

ginning of the reign of Queen ELIsaErH. They 
who then gave that form of Reformation to 
our Church, held conſent in doctrine with Petter 
MazrTys, and MARTIN Buck: being by au- 


thority appointed Readers in the two Univerſi- 


ties; and with others then living, whom they 
judged to be of belt learning and ſoundneſs in 


the reformed Churches : and of ' the Ancients, 
eſpecially with St AuGusTiNnE : and were careful 
to hold this unity amongſt themſelves, and with 
the reformed Churches, For that theſe worthy 


' Biſhops, who were in the firſt reformation, had 
this reſpect unto PETER MARTVYR, and Marti 


Buck, it is apparent, both becauſe the doctrine 
of our Church doth not differ from the doctrine 
that theſe taught; and becauſe that worthy Arch- 
biſhop Cr anmeRr cauſed our Liturgy to be trans- 
lated into Latin, and craved the conſent and judg- 
ment of Max TN Buces, who gave a full conſent 
thereto, as it appeared in his works, Inter opera 
Anglicana. And Peter MarTv being likewiſe 
requeſted, writeth in his Epiſtles touching that 
matter, his judgment and conſent of the govern- 
ment and. diſcipline of our Church. This uni- 


formity of doctrine was held in our Church with- 


out diſturbance, as long as thoſe worthy Biſhops 
lived, who were employed in the Reformation. 
For albeit the Puritanes (fo he ſtiles them) dis- 
quieted our church about their conceived diſct- 
pline, yet they never moved any quarrel againſt 
the doctrine of our church, which is well to be 
obſerved. For if they had embraced any doc-

e trine which the Church of England denied, they 
would aſſuredly have quarrelled about that, as 


«© well as they did about the diſcipline. But it was

„of any earthly creature, is to take place. That, 
« jt is the antichriſtian voice of the Pope, Sic vols, 
« ſic jmbeo, tet pro ratione volunlaj.“ He then puts 
her in mind, that ** though a mighty Princeſs, ſhe 
„ was nevertheleſs a mortal creature, and account- 
« able to Gop ;“ and concludes with a declaration 


of how many able Miniſters that were fit to preach 


at Paul's croſs, theſe exerciſes had been tlie 
means of training up: that therefore he could not, 
without offence of the majeſty” of Gon, ſend out 
injunctions for ſuppreſſing them. ;

inſtead of the Pope's. She was of opinion, that the 
retaining much of the outward pomp, of religion, 
might be a means of reconciling it to her popiſh 
ſubjects, by meeting them as it were half-way ; and 
therefore little regarded how much ſhe oppreſſed the 
conſciences of many learned and pious: men, who 
could not fubmit to her injunctions, Ga DAL, in 
point of Ceremonies and Uniformity, readily com- 
plied with all the Queen's commands, but in this 
matter of aboliſhing the Propheſyings, both his con- 
ſcience- and pen ſtrongly remonſtrated againſt it;

Majeſty as to acknowledge her 
mildneſs in his reſtraint, yet he never retracted his 
opinion, or would in this matter promiſe obedience 
to her Authority.

acknowledge, with the great and good Biſhop 
Hart, that there is more need of grace than of 
learning to make a true Chriſtian.” Learning, in 
a renewed and pious heart, is indeed a diſtinguiſhed 
bleſſing; but, as one well obſerves, “ unſanctified 
« learning is a great curſe, and has done much 
« miſchief in the Church of Gop:“ fo that I am 
really of opinion, that an eminent degree of grace, 
with a moderate degree of learning, is a much bet- 
ter requiſite for a Miniſter of the Goſpel, than the 
higheſt degree of learning, where the former in- 
gredient is wanting: for let a candidate for Orders 
know what he will beſides, yet if he knows not 
himſelf, and if he knows not Chrift; and the po- 
er of his Reſurrection, he is a mere idiot in the ac- 
count of Him with whom the wiſdom of this world 
is no better than refined folly; and who is often 
pleaſed to hide thoſe things from the wiſe and 
«prudent which he revealeth unto babes.” And 
truly, I had rather have been old Joun Bunyan 
the Tinker, who wrote the Pilgrims Progreſs, with 
all its ungrammarical blunders, than I would be 
ſuch an one, though diſtinguiſhed by the hich title 
of D. D. B. D. or even "of Right Reverend Fa- 
ther in Gop. And yet I am no more for preaching 
Mechanics than either you or Biſhop BuLL ; but this 
I fay, that I had rather be a preaching Mechanic, 
with grace in my heart, than an unpreaching Pre; 
late , with a large ſtock of unſanctified knowledge 
in my head. I agree

If chis matter were more duly ie Re more 
attentively conſidered, it would ſurely prevent ſo 
many from raſhly and unadviſedly taking upon 
them this greateſt of all Charges; tor (I repeat it 
again) that without a meaſure of that divine Spirit 
which was poured on the Son of Gop himſelf, 
anointing him to preach the.

Whatever advances. a man may have made in 
human . ſciences, he had better be a Weaver or a 
Barber all his life long, than to pretend to teach 
others that wiſdom which he himſelf is an utter 
ſtravger to. For, to uſe the words of an eminent 
Prelate, Though it be eaſy to ſpeak and hear the 


words of this doctrine [of Regeneration] yet the truth 


& jrſelf that is in it, is ſo high and myſterious, that

the new nature, to COnceIVE: of it; corrupt na- 
te ture cannot underſtand it.”

But When we look abroad into the world, and ſee 
how many become candidates for Orders, for no 
other reaſon, but becauſe, perhaps, there is a good 


fat Living in the family to which they belong; or, 


becauſe they have expectations from ſuch or tuch a 
great Man in power; how can we expect but that 
hereſy and immorality muſt abound on every ſide ? 
How. litcle deadneſs to the world, how little hea- 

venly-' 
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venly-mindedneſs, mortification, ſelf-denial, taking 
up the Croſs, labouring in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon ; 
which are the characteriſtics of a faithful Miniſter, 
will there be found amongſt us? That common 
phraſe of . bringing up my ſecond ſon to be a Cler- 
« gyman; or, of breeding ToMuV to the 
« Church; “ may ſhew the deſign of the earthly 
father indeed, but it is no proof that the ſon will 
have any commiſſion n our Father which is in 
heaven. 

_ Granting, 1 ö e of theſe young 
Men might not be ſo well ſkilled in the knowledge . 
of the learned languages as they ought to have 5 
been, and perhaps would have been, had they not ; 
been ſent away from the U, yet if they were I 
_ poſſeſſed of the one thing needful, an heart truly H 
given up to the ſervice of | Gop, they might cer- 
tainly have proved uſeful and faithful Miniſters ; 
and at leaſt have had learning enough for an obſcure 
country Curacy. I will alſo grant, that their zeal 
may not always have been tempered with a ſufficient 
degree of prudence : Yet, when we conſider that 
He who hath promiſed his people gracious hearts, 
hath no where promiſed them a freedom from er- 
rors of judgment ; a ſmall degree of candour will 
readily draw a veil over thoſe errors, and attribute 
them to other motives than thoſe of pride, arrogance, 
ſelf-conceit, &c. 

You fay, that if there were any others equally 
illiterate, they ought to have been particularly ac- 
cuſed. Herein we are agreed: but Mr Hicsow 
had no charge of another! nature to bring againſt 

them:

But hy then 
did not the Principal exhibit a regular complaint

Dr Drixox's reaſons for refuſing to proceed in form 
againſt Mr WI, or any others, this doth 
not "diminiſh the ſtriking partiality of Mr V —e- 
Cr and the Heads of Houſes, towards ſuch 
as were all exactly in the ſame predicament with 
the young Men, except in what related to the law 
of their Gov. 

Mr W ——r, though a very ignorant perſon, 
and bred to a mean profeſſion, and though he had 
a wife and children, and was between thirty ' and 
forty years of age when entered at the Hall by 
Mr Hiosox's means, yet is never once brought 


upon the carpet. And here I would obſerve, that 


your quotation from PitTas Oxon1ens1s, in order 
to prove that I believe either age, ignorance, nor 
Former occupation, are any objections to being 2 
Member of the Univerſity, is a very unfair one ;

Mr — who, abut of four years funding) is 
exceedingly illiterate, and ſeldom, if ever, attends 
his Tutor's lectures, t has no deficiency laid 
to his charge. Geriain other Members of the 
Hall, more illiterate than any of the young Men, 
though not over-righteous, have liberty given them 
by Mr V.C—-r, Se. much againſt the Princi- 
paPs conſent, to leave Edmund-Hall, and enter 
themſelves wherever they thought proper ; and this, 
notwithſtanding the Principal never would receive 
any-Gownſman into his own-Hall, without a Bent 
derelſit, and leave * the Head of Ong he 
came from. 

The Rev. Mr A— x, one of FA Aﬀeſidrs, lim. 
ſelf admitted a young man from Bridgenorth, in 
Shropſhire, to an Exhibition at Chriſt- Church, whilft 
he confeſſed him to be totally illiterate : and yet 
this fame Mr A—y joined in expelling the reli- 
gious young Men for ns in the learned lan- 
Suages. 

Mr B —x was taught by Mr Hioson the firſt 
rudiments of Grammar at the Univerſity ; yet he 
is neither blamed for entering himſelf, though thus 
illiterate, nor Mr Hicson for introducing him, 
(before Doctor Dixon was Principal) when unable 
to conſtrue the Statutes, or perform his College-

of Mr MrppieToN, we may ſuppoſe that the name 
and character of a child of Gop were very unplea- 
ſant to that Reverend Gentleman, and according to 


his ideas, argued ſomething very ſhocking ; not leſs 


ſo than the title of King when applied to the name 
of Jesus, which afforded him and others ſo much 
diverſion on the day of trial. 


You may ſtill ſay, It might have been very dan- 
gerous to have ſuffered any one to continue in the 
Univerſity, and to have recommended him as a fit 
perſon for Orders, who had once taken ſuch an ir- 
regular ſtep as Mr MivpLeToN had. But it would 
be more becoming the language of one who is zeal- 
ous for the honour of Chriſtianity, to ſay, It might 
« have been very dangerous to ſuffer a Blaſphemer 
« or an Infidel to continue at the Univerſity, and 
« to recommend him as a fit perſon for Orders, leſt 


he ſhould do more miſchief in the Church than 


« he had done out of it.” However, we will ſay 
no more of this, and I ſhall only inform you, that 
almoſt ever ſince the hard treatment Mr MivpLEeToON 
met with at Oxferd, he has been at a kind friend's 
houſe. in London, ſtudying the languages under the 
tuition of a learned Clergyman, and hath never taken 
any ſtep the leaſt inconſiſtent with the diſcipline of 
the church of England: therefore, if he is the per- 
{on you allude to as having preached ſince his ex- 
pulſion, (though with your uſual candor you lump 
them ALL together) I aſſure you, Sir, you are quite 
miſtaken in this matter; and to my knowledge Mr 
Jones, Mr Kay, and Mr MarrnEws, have all been 
equally regular: ſo that your very coop informa- 
$$ ion 
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tion concerning the conduct of theſe Gentlemen is 
intirely void of all truth: though I ſhould not be 
ſurpriſed if every one of them was either to preach 
unordained, or elſe to accept invitations from ſuch 
among the Diſſenters as know how to value them, 
ſeeing that all means have been uſed to drive and ſhut 
them out of the Church; and therefore whatever irre- 
gularities any of them may hereafter fall into, who is 
ſo much chargeable with theſe, as the perſons who. 
would neither permit them to have a regular educa- 
tion at the Univerſity, nor a regular admiſſion into 
the Miniſtry ? But neither will any irregularities 
ſince their expulſion (ſuppoſing them as you repreſent, 
which they poſitively are not) be the leaſt proof that 
the conceſſions and promiſes made at their trial, and 
ior ſome months before, were *<* zeſuilical ones only to 
e ſerve their turn at that time“; for by their 
baniſhment from the Church and Univerſity, their 
whole plan, as you very truly obſerve, hath been 
diſconcerted, and their views diſappointed ; inſomuch 
that deſpairing of ever obtaining Ordination and 
being uſeful in the eſtabliſhed Church, they may 
think that they are not for that reaſon to ſit down 
and do nothing in their Maſter's cauſe, but that it is 
more lawful to preach being ſent out by Gop, 
though not by man; than if ſent out by man, and 
not by Gop : and though they would willingly have 
had both a divine and human commiſſion, yet if 
they cannot have both; that it is better to have the 


former without the latter, than the latter without 
the former,

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But even ſuppoſing theſe conceſſions and promiſes 
actually were feſuitical ones, only made to ſerve a 
purpoſe, {till this was more than Mr V C=— or 
any of his Aſſeſſors could tell, (though indeed you

of ſearching hearts and diſcerning ſpirits,) therefore 
the young mens hypocriſy can be no excuſe for their 
Judge's cruelty ; and Mr Ve C—— and the Heads 
had at leaſt as much reaſon to believe Mr W —x 
would get drunk and blaſpheme again, as that the 
young men would (irregularly) pray and expound

if Fathers and Mothers were always to love their 
children the better for following CHARAISTH. Eyen 
the Prince of peace himſelf tells us, that family 
diviſions would be the certain conſequence of his 
appearance among men: Suppoſe ye, ſaith he, 
that I am come to give peace on earth, I tell you, 
© nay, but rather diviſion; for from henceforth 
„ there ſhall be five in one houle divided, three 
& againſt two and two againſt three. The Father 
* ſhall be divided againſt the Son, and the Son 
e againſt the Father: the Mother againſt the 
| + Daughter, 
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« Daughter, and the Daughter againſt the Mother : 
« the Mother in law againſt her Daughter in law, 
« and the Daughter in law againſt the Mother in 
« Jaw; and a man's greateſt toes ſhall be they of his 
c own houſhold.*? 

In alluſion to this paſſage, that great ornament of 
our Church, Archbiſhop LEIORHrOx, thus writes: 

The godly, though the ſons of peace, are the 
« jmproper cauſes, the occaſion of much noiſe and 
&« diſturbance in the world; as their LorD, the 
& Prince of peace, avows it openly of himſelf in 
« that ſenſe, I came not to ſend peace but a ſword, 
« to ſet a man at variance with his Father, and the 
c Daughter againſt the Mother, Sc.“ If one in 
« a family begin earneſtly to ſeek after God, and to 
«« withdraw from their profane or dead way, Oh what 
«« a clamour riſes preſently; Oh! my Son, or 
* Daughter, or Wife, is become a plain fool, &:. 
© and then all is done that may be to quell and 
« vex them, and make their life grievous to 
« them.” | 

The exact holy walking of a Chriſtian, really 
© condemns the world about him; ſhews the diſorder 
and foulneſs of their profane ways; and the life 
„of religion ſet by the ſide of dead formality, diſ- 
„ Covers it to be a carcaſs and lifeleſs appearance; 
* and for this, neither groſsly wicked, civil, nor 
«« formal perſons, can well digeſt it. There is in 
« the life of a chriſtian a convincing light, that ſhews 
„ the deformity of the works of darkneſs ; and a 
&« piercing heat, that {corches the ungodly, which 
e ſtirs and troubles their conſciences: This they 

| © cannot 
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te cannot endure; and hence riſes in them a con- 
« trary fire of wicked hatred; and hence the trials, 
« the fiery trials of the godly. If they could get 
& thoſe preciſe perſons removed out of the way, 
« think they, then they might have more room and 
« live more at liberty.“ 

« And as this is an infernal fire of enmity againſt 
4 Gop, it is blown by that Spirit whoſe element it 
« js, STA ſtirs up and blows the coal, and raiſes

AND now, Six, having gone through the 
Articles on which Mr Mipprrro was expelled, I 
ſhall ſpeak a little to the caſe of Mr Grove. This 
Gentleman was ſuſpected of being much more righ- 
teaus than is conſiſtent with the faſhion of the times 
therefore expelled he muſt alſo be, But how to 


bring this about; there was the queſtion. There is 
an old proverb that, when a man wants to beat 


his dog, he is never at a loſs to find a ſtick.“ 


Mr Grove muſt be accuſed of preaching and pray- 
ing extempore in a barn; and though he never did 
this in his life, and though the. charge was not 
atteſted by one ſingle witneſs, yet guilty of it he 
muſt be; accordingly guilty he was pronounced, 
and his conviction was delivered in to the Chancellor, 
who read it to Mr Grove himſelf when he waited 
on him in London. An evident demonſtration this 
of the truth of Doctor NoweLL's aſſertion, „ that 
s every fact was clearly proved, and that the young

«« men met with all the candor, lenity and indul- 
« gence, they could poſſibly be favoured with.“ 
Dr NowzLL indeed admits that Mr Groves did not 
Preach in a barn, although he was. expelled for it: 
but. his plea in behalf of the ſentence is, „what 
« ſignifies it whether the preachment was made in 
« a Barn or a Malt-houſe, in a Field, or on a Com- 
& mon, not the place but the action is condemn- 
ce ed”,” Is there then, Sir, no difference between 
publicly preaching in a Barn, Field, or Malt-houſe, 
and giving a word of exhortation and prayer among 
ones poor neighbours at a private houſe ? By parity 
of reaſoning, if a man be indited for ſtealing a 
Gooſe, and he be brought in guilty of ſtealing an 
Horſe, the judge might ſay, „O what ſignifies it, 
«© whether it were a Gooſe or an Horſe, it is not the 
« thing ſtolen, but the ation of ſtealing that the 
« criminal is condemned for; let him be hanged, 
« let him be hanged immediately *.” 
As to Mr Grove's ſaying, he could not fall 
down and worſhip Gop after the form of the Church

Here may it not be ami's to animadvert a little 
on the reaſon alledged for denying Mr. Groves and

You ſay, that there was no injuſtice 
in refuſing it, is evident from the common prac- 


© tice of the courts of Law on like occaſions;“ 
and you bring an inſtance of this in the recent caſe 
of Mr. W——s. Now to ſay nothing of the mon- 
ſtrous crue'ty of comparing theſe young men (a- 
gainſt all of whom not one inſtance of immorality 
could be proved) with a Libeller of his King and 
Blaſphemer of his Gop, to what purpole do you

When the chief Prieſts and Elders defired to have judgment 
apainſt Pæ ul, even Fesrus the Pagan Governor refuſed to pro- 
ceed at all againſt him till his accuſers were brought face to 
face (Acts xxv. 16.) ; but here the chief Prieſts and Elders pro- 
ceed to judgment upon the teſtimony of an accuſer who was at 
that time near one hundred miles diſtant, the rev. gentleman 
who favored Mr. Hicsox with the account of Mr. Joxts 
praying extempore and expounding the Scriptures at Wheaton 
Aſton, living nearly that far from Ox ford. 


AMONG 
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AMONG the many proofs of the exactneſs of 
Dr. NoweL1's minutes, and of the great fidelity 
wherewith he officiated, is, the having put down 
to Mr. MaTTHEws, what was the proper crime of 
Mr. Jowts, viz. that he had been under the 
de tuition of Mr. NewTox five years z” Whereas 
Mr. MaTTHEtws had never been in Mr. New- 
Town's company five hours in all his life, and at 


the time when he entered, had never ſeen him. 


Again, the Doctor has ſeveral times put down con- 
felſed and proved, where there was neither confeſſion 
nor proof. As in the caſe of Mr. Jon zs having 
been (VERY LATELY) a Barber, and that he had 
confeſſed himſelf unqualified for the ſtatutable exer- 
ciſes of the Hall, — that Mr. MippLE TON had de- 
nied all neceſſity of Works, &c. &c. And whatever 
evidence might be procured from Mr. ATx1xs, 
(upon whoſe teſtimony Mr. MaTTHEws was proceed- 
ed againſt) yet, aſtoniſhing as it may ſeem, no ſuch 
evidence was brought at the time of examination ; 
for the letter read by the Tutor, containing the ac- 
cuſation of Mr. MaTTHEws being a reputed Me- 


thodiſt, was ſigned -- Garnet, and not Atkins. So 


that this evidence, as well as a great deal more, was 
at leaſt at third or fourth hand. But as the Doctor 
informs us, that © every circumſtance recorded in 
* the above Minutes was thoroughly canvaſſed over 
at Mr. Vice Chancellor's lodgings, and the whole 
« of the Accuſation, Proof, and Defence, duly 
% weighed and maturely conſidered,” it would bc 

next 
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pext to High Treaſon to doubt that, when ſo many 
wiſe Heads were laid together, every thing was not 
done exactly, as it ought to have been. However, 
it is humbly hoped that Dr. NowELL will either 
prove his aſſertions in the above charges, or elſe 
give up all pretenſions to fidelity in his office of 
Secretary, leſt his own words bold aſſertions 
* muſt ſupply the place of truth,“ ſhould entirely 


eſcape the Author of P1zTas, and only wound 
himſelf. 


YOU aſſert that examples of the ſentence of Ex- 
pulſion are not ſo rare as I would make them, and 
you bring ſome inſtances to confirm that aſſertion. 
But this is miſrepreſenting my words, to which if 
you will turn, you will perceive that I was not 
ſpeaking of what may have been done by the Head 
of any particular College in his own Society, but 
of public Expulſions, preceded by a regular Sum- 
mons, and formally inflicted by the V— C 8 
the ſenior Proctors, and a number of Heads of 
Houſes ; which Expulſions ſeem to be almoſt 
wholly reſerved for the high crimes of praying ex- 
tempore and expounding the Scriptures, only one 
of thoſe inſtances of Expulſion, cited by you, being 
of this ſort. If the Gentleman I alluded to, was 
really expelled as you ſay he was, then his puniſh- 
ment is properly recorded in PIE TAS OXONIENSIS ; 
however, for fear of any miſtake, I inſerted the note 
which ſtands at the bottom of the ſame page.

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. I PR that I Oy not have ede the caſe or pri- 
vate character of any one individual, had I not been under the 
abſolute, though diſagreeable neceſlity, of ſa doing, in order 
to ſet forth the aſtoniſhing partiality manifeſted on this occaſion, 
Vet where I have been forced to bring up private characters, and 
long forgotten diſgraces, I have been careful to do it in ſuch a 
way, as not to hang out to public infamy, the names of thoſe, 
whoſe crimes I have mentioned with horror and regret; inſo- 
much that if you yourſelf had not expoſed ſome particular 
circumſtances relative to theſe Perſons m your own performance, 
it would have been next to impoſſible for any one, who was 
not immediately acquainted with the tranſactions, to have gueſſed 
whom I alluded to. But whilſt I have touched on ſuch facts in the 
moſt tender manner, you, Six, have not only poured forth many 


bitter and reproachful words againſt me, but publicly brought 


up, and treated with contempt and infamy, the names of Men, 
whoſe learning, piety, and labours, for the Church of CnAIĩ37, 
ought to have cauſed you to mention them with veneration and 
reſpet; I mean Meſſ. Nzwron, FETcEA, Davits, &:. 
As to the expreſſions of Doctrines of Devils, dangerous Here- 
tics and Schiſmatics, c. Oc. which you call perſonal abuſe, 
and would repreſent me as uncharitable for uſing, you would 
do well to conſider that theſe are not my words, but moſt of 
them taken from the quotations brought from our firſt Reform- 
ers, or naturally deduced therefrom ; and if you will read the 
Book of Hemilies, efpecially the 29 part of the Homily for 
Whiclanday, you will find many more of the like kind; which, 
becauſe they hold out to public view, the wickedneſs of the 
Popes, who pretended to bave the Holy Ghoſt, whilſt they were 
doing the works of the Devil, I doubt not would be repreſented 
by the whole Conſiſtory of Cardinals, and the mighty legion of 
Monks and Friars, as ripping up private charattirs, reviuin?

diſagreeable ſubject, and paſs on to the charge you 

bring againſt me, of having groſsly miſrepreſented 
what paſſed between the Vice Chancellor, Dr. Dixon, 
and Mr. Grove, relative to the refuſal given to 
Mr. Grove of being received again into the Uni- 
verſity, and the permiſſion granted to certain other 
Gentlemen, to take their names out of the book 
at Edmund-Hall, and to enter themſelves at other 
Colleges.

You grant that this favor was 
denied by Mr. Vice Chancellor and his Aſſoſlors, 
notwithſtanding Mr. Grove was willing to have 
made ſubmiſſion for any part of his conduct which 
was irregular *; and you confeſs that the other 
Gentlemen (much againſt their Principal's conſent) 
were ſuffered to leave Edmund-Hal), and to go to 

other Colleges; for which you do not deny that 
any other reaſon was given, but the opprobrium 
and diſcredit which Edmund Hall lay under on 
account of Religion; or, if it will pleaſe you bet-

fallible Vicars, and therefore utterly inconſiſtent with that meek- 
neſs and lowlineſs which are the diltinguiſhing marks of our 
Lord's diſciples. | | ; 

* If Dr, N. means to infinuate, that either Mr. Grove or 
Mr. MivpieTons offered to recant their doctrines, this is abſo- 


lutely falſe ; but they were indeed ready and willing to make 
ſubmiſſion for any part of their conduct that was deemed irre- 
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ter, I will ſay on account of Methodiſm, The 
point then in which you accuſe me of falſchood, is 
not in regard to the fact itſelf, for this you allow; 
but in regard to the promiſe which I affirmed Mr. 
Vw Cr made to Dr, Dixon and Mr. Gove, 

: And here I muſt have recourſe to the Doctor's 
own words quoted by you, as they are the ſame in 
ſubſtance to the information I had received, viz. 

< that, he (the Principal) underſtood the determi- 
nation of both the petitions had been final,” 
which Mr. Grove confirmed to me in terms full 
as, ſtrong, and you yourſelf grant ** that the Vice 
Chancellor told Mr. Grove that he could not be 
reinſtated, and that the other Gentlemen were not 
allowed (FOR THE PRESENT) to leave the Hall 1,” 
which I think is confeſſing a great deal. Though 
with regard to thoſe words (for 'the preſent) the 
Principal and Mr. Groves poſitively affirm that 
they remember no ſuch clauſe or ſalvo in what the 
Vice Chancellor ſaid. And they are both unani- 

mous, and, if required, will make oath, that hc 
abſolutely declared, © that neither the expelled 
Gentlemen were to be re-admitted, nor any others 
« be ſuffered to leave the Hall.” And if Mr, 
Vice Chancellor will aſk every one of the Aſſeſſors 
whether this be not the true ſtate of the caſe, both 
the Principal and Mr. Grove think they will not 
deny it. But what puts the matter paſt all diſpute, 
ie, chat the Vice Chancellor talked with the Prin- 
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cipal for ſome time, as alſo willi Mr. Grove, of 
the great impropriety of the requeſt made by the 
other Gentlemen to leave the Hall, eſpecially wb 
te the cauſe of their complaint had been removed.“ 
Let the Vice Chancellor's words then be called a 
poſitive declaration, inſtead of a conditional pro- 
miſe, I have no objection to changing the phraſe, 
ſtill they demonſtrate that he and the Aſſeſſors did 
think in their conſciences, that the requeſt of the 
other members to. remove from the Hall was a 
moſt unreaſonable one, and therefore had come to 
a reſolution, neither to let them go to other Col- 
leges, nor to re- admit the Six young Men; not- 
withſtanding which, the latter were not re- admitted, 
and che foriner were actually ſuffered to leave the 
Hall, and this, even though the Principal (as I 
have already mentioned) never would admit a ſin- 
gle. Gownſman into his Society, without a Bene 
deceſſit, and leave from the Head of the College 
he came from. So that what you ſay about the 
great tenderneſs ſhewn to the Principal in this mat- 
ter, though it is not worthy of a reply, yet cannot 
avoid extorting a ſmile from thoſe who can form 
ſome; judgment between profeſſions and actions. 
And as to the bitter reflections you are pleaſed to 
caſt on me for having brought this affair to view, 
they are better overlooked, than returned in the 

taunting ſpirit with which they are poured forth. 
When the Principal was called upon to give his 
reaſons why the other Members of the Hall ſhould 
L 2 not 
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not. be permitted to leave that Society, and to enter 
elſewhere ; ; he, was exceedingly ſurpriſed to hear 
that any ſuch permiſſion was about to be given, 
after what had paſſed; and ſince the publication 
of Plrras , OXONLENS15,,, being queſtioned con- 
| cerning a note in that book, told Mr. Vice Chan- 
cellor, that as molt of thoſe Gentlemen. who had 
removed from his Hall, were at leaſt as illiterate as 
any of thoſe who had been expelled. for want of 
ſufficiency in learning, it muſt have a very ſtrange 
appearance that they ſhould, be permitted to leave 
the Hall, and enter the mſelves at other Colleges, 
as very proper Members of the Univerſity, whilſt 
all ſuch were expelled as were objected to on ac- 
count of religion, though not ſo deficient in learning. 
Among theſe ignorant Gentlemen who have Hoon 
permitted to leave Edmund Hall on account of the 
diſgrace it lay under becauſe of Methodiſm, is the re- 
verend and jovial Mr. W N, [concerning whom 
Mr. Hicsax had complained to Dr. Dixox that he 

ever would make a ſcholar]. And here, reader, let 
me defire thee to join in lamenting with.me, that no 
ferſuaſions of Mr. Vice Chancellor and his Aſſeſſors 
could prevail on this Gentleman to continue at 
Edmund-Hall, in order (I uſe Dr, NowEEx's own 
words) % that the Houſe might recover its cre- 
dit!“ For ſurely there could not be a rarer per- 
ſon in the whole world, to wipe off the odiun 
of Method! ſm, than this fame Mr, W——n, whole 
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NI 
iaßſdellty and drunkenneſs, joined to the evidence he 
gave againſt the religious young Men, muſt ward 
off all ſuſpicion of his being ranited with any ſu- 
e degree of ſanctitꝛ. 

I have only one ſhort obſervation to make, before 
1 enter upon the doctrinal part of the book, and 
that is concerning the charge of prevarication, 
which you alledge againſt me, for firſt declaring, 
that this Act of Expulſion was not an Univerſity 
Act; and then ſaying, that the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford has expelled her Members for believing thoſe 
very doctrines which CRAN MER and RipLey were 
martyred, within her walls, for defending. — When 
I faid, that the Expulſion was not an Univerſity 
Act, I meant, that it had not the ſanction of Con- 
vocation, and this it certainly had not ; nor were 
there more than four Heads of Houſes preſent, 
though you, Sir, have done all in your power 
to make it an Univerſity Act, by affirming, that 
you believe there is not one Head of an houſe, 
nor one man of eminence in Oxford, but what 
approves of the ſentence. If this be truly the 
caſe, (though God forbid it ſhould) it is more 
deplorable than I was willing to ſuppoſe : but ſtill 
my affirmation of the Univerſity of Oxford having 
expelled her members for believing the doctrines of 
the Reformation“, holds good, ſince all I meant 


e] readily grant with Dr. Nower, that Jenping Tranſub- 
ſkantiation and the Maſs were the particular Articles for which 
Cranmer and RibLley ſuffered. But this was but one part of 
the quarrel between them and their Popiſh adverſaries. 
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thereby: (as my l words clearly ſhew) was, 
that certain members were caſt out of the Univer- 
ny of Oxford for maintaining ſuch and ſuch te- 
nets, which may be and was done without the for- 
malities of a convocation; I am therefore ſurpriſed 
you ſhould have raiſed a cavil about an expreſſion 
which you muſt in your own conſcience know was 
clear and plain, till you yourſelf attempted to give 
it a wrong interpretation; but this ſhews what 
ſtraits you ar are reduced to.

leaſt ſhadow of proof. But the Lord God is witneſs between 
the young Men and their accuſers in this matter, that they never 
ſpoke of nor believed that any other operations of the Holy 
Ghoſt were now to be expected but ſuch as are promiſed to be- 
lievers in all ages, and are eſſentially neceſſary to quicken, re- 
new, comfort, and ſanctify the ſoul of every one that ſhall be 
faved. — Among other curious queltions put at the trial, the 
Rev. Dr. — aſked Mr. MaTTuews bow he felt when the 
Spirit of Gop was upon him?

young Men for holding the above tenets, Was an 
act utterly inconſiſtent with your own ſentiments of 
truth, juſtice, conſcience, religion, and candor. 

You affirm, © that the points which I pronounce 
<« ſo confidently upon, are generally allowed to be 
<« abſtruſe and difficult points: and wiſe and good 
e men have always differed about them.“ This is 
much to the purpoſe. © Wiſe and good men have 
e always differed about them ;”” why then muſt all 
be Ws (1 the Univerſity that differ with you about 
them? You fay they are abſtruſe points and not 
to be pronounced upon with confidence.“ And yet 
with great confidence you pronounce the moſt ſe- 
vere ſentence your laws can inflict upon the accuſed 
members for being of the ſame judgment in theſe 
points with many that you acknowledge to be wwi/? 
and goed men. 1 muſt therefore retort your own 
words upon you, and ſay, that /e/s confidence and more 
charity would have better become you ; eſpecially when 
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< ceeded from. that Spirit.” — I ſhould be glad :o know in 
return how the Doctor et when he declared himſelf inward! 
wowed by the Holy Ghoſt to take upon him the office of the Mini- 
fry, and how he alſo fe/: when he ſubſcribed to the 17th Arti- 
cle, which ſays, that the Elect cl in themſelves the working of 
the Spirit of Cnaisr. And how, when he laft read the Homily 
which ſays, that the children of Gop- do hel their CEOs 
at peace * him?

* Riviey Ribe of todes who, together with Ca av. 
MER and LATIUuER, ſuffered for the faith of Cuxisr at Oxford 
in Queen Mazy's reign, wrote a whole Treatiſe upon Gov's 
Election and Predeſtination, againſt thoſe called Free-willers, 
Of which more in its proper place. 

b PETER MarTYR was invited into England by King Ev- 


of Oxford. He was an eminent inſtrument in the Reformation, 
and one of the Worthies abuſed by BaxrerT for holding the doc- 
trines of Sovereign Grace. 

© Marin Boczx was Profeſſor of Divinity at Cambridge 

in the Reign of King Eowarp the Sixth, by whom he was 
greatly beloved. He was a man of great piety, learning, and 
judgment, and connected in particular intimacy with Archbiſhop 
Cravumer. Biſhop Burner tells us, that moſt of the firſt Re- 
formers maintained the Divine Decrees after the manner of 
CaLvin, and that Buce particularly was a ſtrong and con- 
fant aſſertor of thoſe doctrines. The ſame Hiſtorian tells us, 
that the review of the Common Prayer Book was committed 
to this great man. 

4 Mr. Joun BraprorD, Prebend of St. Paul's, a very holy 
man, and a moſt laborious preacher, was crowned wich Mar- 
tyrdom in the Reign of Queen Maxy. He wrote a letter 
(which may be ſeen in Mr. Fox's Collection) to certain per- 
ſons in the fame priſon with him for the Proteſtant cauſe, <u/» 
were nor at that time well inſtructed in the doctrine of Cod 
Election. This was the title of the letter, which, together, 
with his kind viſits and converſation, won ſome of them over 
to the truth: but others continued obſtinate, and returned him 
much hatred for his good will. — But of this alſo we ſhall have 
occahon to ſpeax more particularly elſewhere.

by the epithet of, The judicious Hooxtk ; but as we ſhall alſo 


have occaſion to bring a quotation or two from his writings in the 
courſe of this Work, I ſay. no more at preſent concerning him. 

Dr. Jonx Wuiroir was the fourth Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury from the time of the Reformation. He was a man of diſtin-, 


guiſhed learning, judgment, and piety, and of a meek, humble, 
quiet ſpirit. In ſhort, he was a true pattern of primitive Epiſco- 


pacy, as his life written by Mr. SrR Yrs, in 1 vol. folio, doth 
abundantly teſtify. He was a ſtrong maintainer of what are 
now called the five Calviniſtic Points, (the ſame which the reli- 
gious young Men were lately expelled the Univerſity of Ox- 
ford for holding), as may be ſeen from the nine Articles drawn. 
up at his palace at Lambeth, and ſent by him to Cambridge, 
with a letter, in which he ſays, © that they are not to be 
looked upon as new laws and decrees, but only as an explica- 
tion of certain points, apprehended to be true, and corre/pondent 
to the doctrine profeſſed in the Church of England, and ALREADY 
ESTABLISHED BY ThE Laws or THE LanD.”— But of this 
alſo, more will be ſaid hereafter. 

Dr. MarrRRwW HuTTox was Archbiſhop of York at the 
time that WIiroirr was of Canterbury. He was a very learned 
man, and at the requeſt of WyirTGier, wrote a book agaiult 
Free-will, and in defence'of Predeſtination. What he put down, 
with his own hand, under each of the Lambeth Articles, is a very 
ſtriking proof in what light he would have looked upon thoſe 


Gentlemen, who expelled from the Univerſity certain of their 
Members, who were much more low and moderate in the Cal- 


viniſtic doctrines, than his Grace was. Under the firtt Article he 


wrote, Very true. Under the ſecond, Not Iiſ true. Under the third, 


They are the words of St, Auguſtine.

h Mr. Joux JewEL, Author of the famous Apology for the 
Church of England, was ExPELLED THE UNIVERSITY or 
Oxrord, in the Reign of Queen Maxx, for adhering to Pro. 
teſtant principles but was made Biſhop of Saliſbury by Queen 
ELIZABETH, not long after ſhe came to the throne. He was a 
man of very exemplary piety, had a principal hand in com- 
piling the 2d book of Homilies, and was otherwiſe very in- 
ſtrumental in carrying on the Reformation. He was very 
firong in the doctrines which Mr. Kay was lately expelled the 
Univerſity for holding, viz. abſolute Election, and once a chi'd 
of God always a child of God, as may be ſeen from the fol. 
lowing extract from his com ment upon the 2d Chapter of the 
Theſſalonians ver. 13. from which I tranſcribe what follows. 
„ God hath choſen you from the beginning. His Election is 
* ſure for ever. The Lord knoweth who are his. You ſhall 

not be deceived with the power and ſabtilty of Antichriſt. 
You ſhal! not fall from grace. You ſhall not periſh. This is 
the comfort, which abideth with the fiithful, when they be- 
bold the fall ef the wicked. When they ſee them forſake 
the paths of truth, and delight in fables. — When we ſee theſe 
thinys in others, we muſt ſay, alas! they are examples for me, 
"and they are lamentable examples. Let him that ſtandeth, 

"NE hecd that he fall not, But God hath loved me, and bath 
„ choſen 
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1 chofen me to ſalvation. His mercy ſhall go before me, and 
his mercy ſhall follow me. His mercy ſhall guide my feet, 
*« and ſtay me from falling. If I tay by myſelf, I ſtay by no- 
« thing, I maſt needs come to ground, &c. If all the world be 
« ſet on fire with the flame of wickedneſs, yet will I creep into 
« the boſom of the protection of my Lord, ſo ſhall no flame 
« hurt me. He hath loved me, he hath choſen me, he will 
« keep me. Neither the example nor company of others, nor 
« the enticing of the devil, nor mine own ſenſual imaginations, 
* nor ſword, nor fire, is able to ſeparate me from the love of

The Writers of the Church of Rome build their notions of 
a firſt and ſecond juſtification upon James ii. 24. for which pur- 
poſe they moſt ſadly wreſt the Epiſtles of St. Paul, which are 
ſo directly contrary to their tenets. |

prohibited, and publicly burnt; and CRANMHER him- 
ſelf in concurrence with Garpixza, Biſhop of

Martyr LaMBERT, who was by ſentence of the 
Court, in which the King himſelf preſided, con- 
demned and burnt in Smithfield, crying out in 
the fire, when his lower parts were conſumed, 
None but Chriſt, None but Chriſt *.“ 

To this ſame Pia Catholica, &c. this ſame in- 
conſiſtent indigeſted Maſs of Romiſh abiurdities, 
does the Doctor alſo refer me (if I would be fo du- 
ped) for on account of Biſhop RipLey's faith in 
the matters of free will, Election and Juſtification 
and this he has the confidence to do, notwithſtand- 
ing, RipLey had no hand at all in this work 
as I can find either from Biſhop Bu xx ET or Mr. 
ST&vyPE, (the only authorities to which the Doctor

Four next Authority to that bundle 57 popicd 
trumpery Pia & Catholica Inſtitutio, is a quota- 
tion or two from the Reformatio Legum, or Re- 
formation of Laws ſer forth by King Epwarv's 
commiſſion, but from this you bring nothing but 
what I readily acquieſce in: As that all are to 
be admoniſhed that in their undertakings and

might at leaſt, Sir, have ſaved yourſelt the trouble 
of this quotation, ſince I know nobody who denies 
the contents of it. Every Advocate for the ſove- 
rein grace of God in Election and Predeſtination, 
allows that the revealed will of the Creator is to be 
made the rule of life, and that the ſecret decrees 
of Gop, are accompliſhed by means of the ſc:ip- 
ture-promiſes, threats, and exhortations. We have 
no proof of our Election, it we evidence it not by 
holy walking, for he that hath predeſtinated his

Your next quotation is from Biſhop HooprR, 
and in this ſingle point, it is clearly on your fide of 
the queſtion.

is nothing that I at all object to in point of doc- 
trine ; however, ſince he is brought on the car- 
pet, I believe I ſhall prefent you with that from 
his writings, which you will very much obje& 
to. In his diſcourſe of juſtification, ftating 
the caſe whether THEY wHom Gop Harn 
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CHOSEN to obtain the glory of our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt may, once effectually called, and through 
faith juſtified truly, afterwards fall fo far as di- 
rectly to deny the foundation which their hearts 
have before embraced with joy and comfort in 
the Holy Ghoſt,” he thus expreſſeth himſelf, 
If we have read that the Sy1r1T is our life, or 


the word our life, or CHRIST our life, we are 


in every one of theſe, to underſtand that our 
life is Cur1sT by the hearing of the Goſpel, 
apprehended as a Saviour, and affented unto 
through the power of the Holy Ghoſt. The 
firſt intellectual conceit and comprehenſion of 


Chriſt ſo embraced, Saint PETER calleth the 


ſeed whereof wee bee new barn : our firſt em- 
bracipg of Chriſt, is our firſt reviving from 
the ſtate of death and condemnation. Hee 
that hath the ſonne hath life, ſaith St. Jonx, 
and hee that hath not the ſonne of Gop hath 
not life, If therefore hee that once hath the 
fonne, may ceaſe to have the ſonne, though 


it be for a moment, hee ceaſeth for that mo- 


ment, to have life. But the life of them 
which hath the ſonne of Gop is everlaſting in 


« the world to come. But becauſe as CarisT 


being 
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« being raiſed from the dead, dieth no more, 
« death hath no more power over him : ſo the 
« ;uſtified man being allied to Gop in Jesvs 
« CHRIST our Lord, doth as neceſſarily from

« ſo long we live, and we know that the cauſe

We are now come to the Biſhop's Bible, the 
queſtions and anſwers concerning Predeſtination, 
and the confeſſion of faith quoted in Pietas Oxo- 
nienſis.

„I have ſeen it bound up with many of our ancient 
authorized Church Bibles, but never with the Ge- 
neva Bibles, though the very edition you men- 
tion, viz. that of 1599 is now before me. The 
Bible from which I copied it was printed at Cam- 
bridge by the King's authority An. 1663, with the 
Bartholomew act prefixed, which mult intirely 
take away all ſuſpicion of Puritaniſm, ſo that 
there is not the leaſt reaſon to doubt but this con- 
feſſion of faith, which is ſo point blank againſt 
your own creed, was originally drawn up by the 
Reformers of the Church of England, and hath 
ever ſince been admitted as containing the un- 
doubted received doctrines of that Church, ſo that 
I have not concluded a little too faſt in quoting it to 


prove the ſenſe of the Church of England | in the

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I readily acknowledge an error relative to the 
" Biſhop" s bible, and will ingenuouſly own. that this 
error was intirely owing to my being deceived .in | 
the bible itſelf, to which the queſtions and anſwers 
concerning Predeſtination are annexed. The old 
Bible from whence I extracted theſe queſtions, &c. 
has a large genealogical table prefixed, aniwering 
the deſcription of the Biſhop's bible, which cauſed 
me not only to take it for that Bible, but to buy it as 
ſuch; and the title being wanting, I was not aware 
of the miſtake till the ſecond edition of Pietas was 
printed : However, it ſhall be rectified in caſe of 
another impreſſion, and I am obliged to you tor 
ſetting me right. 

Bur this makes no difference with regard to the 
doctrines contained in the queitions and anſwers 
themſelves. - For though the bible they are copied 
from was not the Biſhop's bible, yet it was printed 
cum privilegio, and had the book of common-prayer 
prefixed, and the ſinging pſalms annexed, 

But ſuppoſing this was the Geneva tranſlation, yet 
1 find that this tranſlation was highly approved of 

by Archbiſhop PARKER and the Biſhop ct London, 
who wrote to Secretary Cecil in favour of it, de- 
firing the Queen's licence to reprint it; and fo \ 
great was the call for it, that a ſecond impreſſion 
was preparing the ſame year; * and it was con- 
ſtantly in uſe till the Biſhop's bible came out, which 
was not till ſome time after. Add to this, that

reader, whether this be not the ſum total of Dr.

But farther, that the doctrines of free-will, 
conditional juffifcation and the Cenial of aſſurance, 
were always looked upon by all ſound Prote- 
ſtants, as the very eſſence of Popery, will moſt 
evidently appear, by a few extracts from a letter 
of the great Biſhop Hal, written to W. D. 
who had revolted to the Romiſh communion, 


trom which letter as printed among his works,

no ſuch thing, „no better than what St Au- 
cusTiNE ſtiles, Splendida peccata, Splendid ſins.““ 


An unregene rate man may do many things, for 


the matter of them, praiſe-worthy, and of good 


report; but Gop looketh at the heart, and it he 


ſeeth the fountain itſelf from whence our works 1 


ſpring to be impure, all the ſtreams that flow 


from it, muſt be abominable in his ſight. W. itb⸗ 


out Faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe him; and 
therefore, all works done with intent to ecom- 


mend us to the favour of Gop, are fo far from 
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being acceptable to him, that they are an offence 
to the eyes of his purity. But however many 
may deceive themſelves by miſtaking their tin- 
ſel'd external duties and moral virtues for the 
graces of the Spirit of holineſs, yet one would 
think no perſon could be ſo infatuated as to 
fancy, that doing the works of Gop, conſiſted 
in lightly cenfuring blaſphemy and drunkenneſs, 
and extending the line of power to the utmoſt in 
order to puniſh praying, expounding, and reading 
the ſcriptures. Nor can man, who is not blind 
indeed, believe that a Miniſter, eſpecially a Doc- 
cor in Divinity, a Public Orator, or Lady Mar- 
garet's Profeſſor is doing the works of Gop, 
when inſtead of being inſtant in ſeaſon and out 
of ſeaſon, inſtead of ſpending and being ſpent 
for the glory of Gop, inſtead}of exhorting 
night and day with tears, after the Apoſtolic ex- 
ample, he lives a meer animal, fleſh pampering 
life, and perhaps hardly reads prayers or preaches 
once in a quarter of a year. By their fruits, in- 
deed, ye ſhall know them. 

I cannot diſmiſs this head without ſpeaking a 
few words to that charge againſt Mr Mar- 
THEWS, in Doctor NoweLL's Exact Minutes, 
That he maintained “ the neceſſity of the ſen- 
e ſible impulſe of the Spirit.” Now, although 
Mr MarTTaews denies the expreſſion, or that he 
uſed the word impulſe at all, yet we find it tie- 
quently. adopted by old writers inftead of 1h 
ence ; ſo that if he really had uſed it, this could 
not reaſonably have been any objection againſt 
him. 
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hint. In Archbiſhop Parker's preface to the 
Biſhop's bible, we have theſe words : Now 
« as of the moſt ancient fathers the prophets, 
« St, PETER teſtifieth, that theſe holy men of 
« Got had the iurursios of the Holy Ghoſk 
«to ſpeak out their divine teſtimonies : So it is 
not to be doubted but that theſe latter holy 
« Fathers of the Engliſh church, had the 1ypvL- 
s, of the Holy Ghoſt, to ſer out theſe ſacred 
« books in their vulgar language.” As to the 
word ſenſible when applied to the operations of 
the Spirit, I freely confeſs that unleſs there is 
ſuch a thing as the ſenſible feeling of the Holy 
Ghoſt in the heart, I neither know why he is 
{tiled the Comforter, nor why our Church teaches 
us to pray that we may evermore rejoice in his 
holy comfort, nor yet what our ſeventeenth ar- 
ticke means by faying that they (the Ele) do 
FEEL in themſelves the working of the Spirit of 
Cukisr. Even Dr. NoweLL's favourite book, 
The Erudition of a Chriſtian Man, faith, That 
the beſt proof of our predeſtination, is * FEEL- 
* 186 the motions of ſpiritual lyfe in our hartes,“ 
which in my opinion, is almoſt the only good ſen- 
tence in the whole piece. However, if the Doctor 
pleaſes, I will bring him an hundred quotations 
out of the beſt apptoved writers who lived at 
the time of, and ſoon after the Reformation, 
wherein the SENSIBLE FEELING of the holy Spi- 
rit is mentioned, and that in a manner, as if it

The Principal of the 
Hall defended their doctrines from the Thirty-nine 
Articles of the eſtabliſhed Church; and ſpoke in 
the higheſt terms of the Piety and Exemplarineſs of 
their lives: but his motion was overruled, and ſen- 
tence pronounced againſt them. Dr ——, one of the 
Heads of Houſes preſent, obſerved, that as theſe 
Six Gentlemen were expelled for having too much 
Religion, it would be very proper to inquire into 
the conduct of ſome who had too little.
